Reno Has a Centenarian 


with an Interesting 


History. 


There la an inmate 
of the County 


Hospital who would furnish material 
for a romance of two centuries; his 
name is Frank Bacchus, and he is a 
veritable study In charcoal. A year 
ago last summer Bacchus had the mis- 
fortune to fall from a wagon and break 
his leg. At the time of the accident 
the doctors who attended him pronoun- 
ced him no better than a dead man, 
for be it known this darkey has passed 
the century mark, his 100th birthday 
having fallen upon the 17th of last 
August. 


But there is more vitality in his body 


than one would naturally suppos^ a 
century-old mortal to possess.

A POWERFUL FfclEND. 


T 


HK west has u powerful friend in the New 
York Press, which is favorable to congressioir 


al action which will result in a national irrigation 
scheme, and justifies combination of western Sena- 
tors and Representatives in obstructing the rivers 
and harbors bill unless an appropriation for irriga- 
tion is made a 'part of the measure. 
A late number 


of the Press contains an elaborate and comprehen- 
sive article upon the subject from which we make 
the following extract: 


The fact is fully recognized that it is a large un- 


dertaking, that it involves a great expenditure of 
money, but it is impossible to doubt that the results 
will many times repay the cost. Let it be assumed 
that the reclamation of 100,000,000 acres of arid 
lands would cost $200,000,000, or even a larger sum, 
every acre of land reclaimed would be worth at 
least $50, so that we should have an increase in the 
wealth of the country in land alone, without im- 
provements, of $5,000,000,000 by the expenditure 
upon the part of the government of $200,000,000 
and-we would have a country opened up for the 
surplus population of the east and the middle west- 
ern States. It is a great practical question, in which 
tht welfare, not of the west alone, but of the whole 
country is involved. 


Neai the close of the last session of Congresb a 


bill was introduced by Representative Newlands, of 
Nevada, to provide for the disposal of the arid pub- 
lic lands'and to authorize the construction of reser- 
voirs for the storage of water and other necessary 
nrigation works for arid land reclamation. This 
measure, which will doubtless come before the Fif- 
ty-second congress, met with very general approval 
from the advocates of irrigation and will probably 
have their support if again introduced. 
As> we 


have heretofore said in regard to this question, it is 
certain that only the general government can pro- 
vide the means and exercise the authority needed 
for the successful establishment • and maintainance 
of the general system that will be necessary for the 
conversion of the water needed to carry on the ir- 
rigation of the vast area now lying idle, and if it be 
admitted that it is the right and duty of the govern- 
ment to do this there is no sound or sufficient reason 
why this most important work should not be begun 
as soon as possible.
